The  prince  of 
Brazil  has  returned  the  Regency,  on  ac- 
count of  the  Infanky  of  his  mother. 

The  late  French  directory  are  to  be 
impenched  before  the  high  national 
court. 

IN  S  W  T  Z  E  R  L  A  N  D, 

Auguft  18. 

A  meffage  was  received  in  the  Trench 
council  cf  five  hundred,from  the  direclory, 
announcing  the  defeat  of  the  enemy 
at  Schovita  and  Altor.1,  (Switzerland) 
loling  1500  men,  and  12  cannon.  On 
the  20th  the  Directory  notified  that  the 
'.idled  were  3000  innead  o'l  1500  men; 
and  that  the  enemy  had  been  driven  from 
Mount  St.  Gothard,  with  the  iSffi  of 
2000  men  prifoners.

The  Auxiliary  R'ufJians  are  faid  to 
have  arrived  at  SchafThaufen,  deftined 
for  Switzerland.— They  are  faid  to  be 
thirty-fix  th.otiland  n:en  in  number. 

Maffena  writes,  that  in  taking  Mount 
St.  Gothard,  eight  thoufand  prifoneri 
were  made. 

COltNClt  OF  FIVE  HUNDRED. 

SITTING  OF  AN  GUST  21. 

A  meffage  from  the  directory  was  read, 
ftating  the  recent  fuccefs  of  the  army  of 
Helvetia.  u  The  divilion  of  the  Valaia 
has  carried  the  valley  of  the  Rhone  and 
Mount  Turca.  Eighteen  hundred  pri- 
foners and  three  pieces  of  cannon  ft-li  in- 
to our  hands.  The  enemy  had  patted  the 
Aar  to  the  left  of  the  army,  but  was  com- 
pletely defeated.  A  great  number  were 
drowned,  and  their  hoats  were  funk. 
The  remainder  were  indebted  for  their 
fafety  to  a  precipitate  flight.''

in  polieihen  of  t!ic  advantageous  pofts  of 
Rezzo  and  B-ifbgr.a.  The  French  palT- 
ed  the  Bormida,  altibtjugh  they  were  up 
to  tl.e  middle  in  the  water,  in  face  of 
that  formidable  body,  and  drove  it  before 
them  in  all  points.  The  enemy  waa  dri- 
ven again  to  day  as  far  as  Cafttl-di-Fero^ 
and  loft  about  30  dragoons  of  Kefwer. 

"Maillaird,  the  yoriger,  aid-de-camp 
to  gen.  Richepanfe,  and  captain  of  the 
firft  regiment  of  chifTeurs,  was  wounded 
in  charging  the  cnen;y. 

"The  foldiera  are  recovering  from  the 
langour  in  which  they  were  funk  by  re- 
verfes  calculated  to  ulionifh  them — -their 
wiflies  are  ardent  and  patriotic,  arid  af- 
ford a  happy  omen  of  the  approaching  re- 
turn of  victory  to  the  ftandard  of'the 
French  re'm't  l'rc.

Auguft  18. 

The  DirfccT»ry,by  meffage,  tothe  coun- 
cil of  500,  p'ropofed  tb  proclaim  38  can- 
tons in  the  weft  in  rebellion.  They  ex- 
hort the  council  to  a  hearty  and  inline-- 
diate  co-operation  as  the  only  means  of- 
the  republic.  Royalty  growing  more 
.and  more  audacious.  They  denounced  the 
licentioufnefs  of  the  prefs.

'1  he  army  of  NapTesr- after  the  terrible 
tattle  ofTrebia,  obliged  to  retrace  its 
teps,  with  a  deficiency  of  ammunition 
has  cbnftantly  lignalized  its  retreat  b\ 
prodigies  of  valor.  In  vain  did  the  ene- 
my wifh  to  arreft\it  at  Reggio  and  to 
Modena  :  The  Ffctvth  bayonet  difperfed 
every  thing.  ^Jn  vain  did  they  attack  it 
upon  the  Secchla  ; — they  were  enclofcd 
and  repulfed.  In  vainJjjLthey  think  to 
;ii:do  it  in  Lviftnefs,  anMbie  againll  it 
in  thepaflages  of  the  ApjSnines  by  feiz- 
ingon  Saffuolo;  they  were  beaten  and 
made  prifoners.  Nothing  could  have  been 
more  efficient  than  the  great  talents  of 
this  chief,  the  whole  of  his  manoeuvres, 
and  the  judicious  direction  of  his  attacks 
which  has  favedhim  from  being  bore  down 
by  his  foes,  and  always  given  him  the  ad- 
vantage. This  incomparable  retreat  was 
effected  without  lofs.  It  has  proved  to 
their  enemies  that  the  French  are  as  firm 
in  defence,  as  bold  in  attack.  A  higher 
eulogy  cannot  be  paid  to  them  than 
the  words  of  gen.  Suwarrow  to  01 
complimented  him  on  the  victory 
bia,  and  the  retreat  of  the  French.  "  You 
denominate  that  a  victory,  and  a  retreat  ! 
faidhe  :  Such  another  operation  and  the 
French  are  at  Vienna."  By  this  anfwer 
we  may  meafure  the  lofs  of  the  ene- 
my :  the  molt  moderate  reports  raife  it  to 
15,000  men.  This  is  not  aftonilhing, 
when  it  is  known  that  in  the  three  davs 
in  which  the  battle  of  the  Trebia  lafted, 
there  was  burnt  on  both  fides,  more  thai 
five  millions  of  cartridges,  and  70,000  dif- 
charges  of  cannon  made. 

Macdonald  had  not  abandoned  his  po- 
fition  on  the  Trebia,  if  all  his  ammuniti- 
on had  not  been  conlumed  ;  he  had  not 
more  amunition  left  than  for  one  hour 
fighting.  It  was  with  fuch  feeble  mea 
that  this  general  opened  the  pafl'ag< 
which  the  troops  drawn  from  the  block 
ade  would  have  fliut  at  Reggio  and  Mo 
dena — that  he  hath  beat  and  cut  to  pie- 
ces the  enemies  who  would  have  entan- 
gled him,  and  has  protected  the  complete 
evacuation  of  our  magazines  at  Tufca- 
ny.
